Investigation by Chronicle-Telegram Discloses Innumerable Heart- 


Throbbing Scenes—Wages Received with High Rents and High 
Costs of Feeding Little Hungry Mouths Has Not Enabled Many 
Families to Be Prepared for Present Industrial Crisis—Will Be. 
Gloomy Instead of Merry Xnias Unless Help Comes 


Will it be a Merry Christmas in manv Elyria Homes'? This was the assignment 


given me by the editor of the CHRONICLE-TELEGRAM on reporting for work 
vesterday with instructions to make a thorough investigation of the situation in 
;his city. 
' 
' 


At the outset, I should say, for upwards of 2500 "families in Elyria it will not he 
Merry Christmas, by virtue of the fact that they have no employment, they have 


..o funds, and the future prospects a^ they appear to them are not alluring enough 
to enable them to make merry at this season of the year, when it is universally con- 
ceded that all should be happy. 


From the investigation pursued I should stale that there are easily 2500 work- 


ers, heads of families being the majority who are idle. Xot only have they no-em- 
ployment, but the immediate prospects for procuring work are getting worse 
daily, according to the various coin ersations 1 Lave had ^ ith a number of the idle 
men. 


To be more specific i visited a great number of homes and obtained first hand 


information as to the financial condition of mairy families in Elyria, who are in 
absolute want, ai this very writing, to say nothing of the possible provision of a 
"Merry Christmas'" for their little ones. In order not to embarass any of the 
families so visited 1 shall simply list them as case Xo. 1, case Xo. 2, etc., but if there 
are any "Doubting Thomases" among the Chronicle-Telegram readers, they can 
obtain first hand information of the editor, who is in reality responsible for un- 
earthing of the deplorable conditions that confront many Elyria citizens and heads 
of families. 


Case No. One

quired to maintain this little flock and provide it with 
essential necessities, and to quote his own language 
"Believe me there was none to spare for any folderolls" 
if l»c wanted to meet his obligations and yet provide food 
and clothi;ig for his large family. This man was employ- 
ed at a local factory, was a diligent worker and surely 
cannot expect Santa Claus to leave much for his family 
to enable them to realize that the Yuletide is upon us.

almost here, with not a semblance of a gift for those that 
fully expect Santa Claus to provide one, but that is not 
keeping me awake nights half so much as is the problem 
of how shall I provide essentials to maintain my family 
without worl$ and with 110 immediate prospects for 
work." 


Case No. Four. 


I had not proceeded very far before I found another 


deplorable case, a former employee of a local concern, 
who had been maintaining a family of eight on a salary 
of 45 cents per hour, and who has likewise been in idle- 
ness for a considerable period. In this instance I asked 
the woman of the house if it had been possible during 
the period of her husband's employment to have accu- 
mulated anything for the proverbial rainy day. which 
was now upon them. 


The lady replied as fqllows:-"Bainy Day" is not the 


proper name, sure it's pouring whole cloudbursts ^ 
there's not even an umbrella that would shield us from 
the elements. Lay away money on the salary my man 
was earning would be impossible. It was quite an art. 
believe me, to exist and appear properly clothed on his 
earnings with the prices that prevailed and are still pre- 
vailing for the essentials to keep body and soul together. 
No, we've not been able to do more than keep from run- 
ning in debt, and this we accomplished during the tune i 
my husband was working, and you may believe it or not 
with our family this was a big undertaking. 


"What shall we do''she said repeating my query, "\Ne 


shall try to somehow manage to eke out an existence un- 
til such time as my husband again finds employment. 
Just how he shall accomplish this, is mor£ than I can tell 
you, I doubt very much whether he knows himself. We 
nave already educated the little Ones to the idea that 
every once in a while Santa Claus overlooks a family and 
not to be airprised if he did not stop at oiu house this 
year, because he had skipped so many families last year 
in foreign countries, that probably lie might be neglect- 
ful of them this Christmas.

MAKE THE COVENANT CONFORM- 


THEN JOIN 


President-Elect Harding is hearing the rep- 


resentatives of the various ideas on the League 
of Nations. He is listening to the friends of the 
league first, and it is supposed that those ^ ho 
do not favor any league will be Heard later. 


It seems to' be assumed, by most of the 


friends and opponents of the league, that if we 
do not favor the present league covenant and 
join the present union of nations we will never 
have an opportunity to form another union of 
nations on some other basis. Because of this 
thought, these friends of the present covenant 
are proposing that we insist upon blight changes 
and then enter the Council. 


We believe that there should be, and we be- 


lieve that there eventually will be, a real league 
of the nations of the earth, for the settlement of 
differences by reason, and the decision of a court 
rather than as it has been in the past, left to the 
arbitrament of the sword. 


We believe that it might be easier to change 


the present covenant to conform to America's 
ideals than it would be to refuse to have any- 
thing to do with it and later attempt to organize 
a union on entirely new lines. But if we are to 
make changes, those changes should be of such a 
character as to remove forever from the coven- 
ant, conditions, the agreement to which would 
force America to lower her idealb, both in respect 
to go's eminent and to justice. We believe this 
would necessitate the method of selecting the 
Council of the league and provide for a demo- 
cratic plan for the nations in the league to select 
those who should compose the Council. 


Second, there should be a change from the 


unanimous decision to the majority decision, to 
determine action in the Council so that progress 
could be made regardless of the objection of one 
or two whose personal interests might stand in 
the way of such progress. 


Third, there should be tan opportunity to 


withdraw from the league by a nation at" any 
time for a just cau^e which did not involve the 
question of its own relation to the question in 
dispute. Then again Article X should be elim 
inated, which provides for the guarantee of the 
political integrity of the component parts of the 
league, and only the free and entirely independ- 
ent nations should have a vote in the assembly 
so that Great Britain should be confined to one 
vote. If Canada, South Atrica, India or Aus- 
tralia desires to stand on their own feet and be 
independent in the league, lot them be separated 
entirely from the domination of Great Britain. 


With these changes \\e believe that fully 


ninety percent of the American people would fa- 
vor the league, and not one of them strikes at 
any vital or necessary section of the league, 
which would tend to preserve the peace of the 
world. 


The only possible objections which could be 


raised to the elimination of these provisions are 
objections which should have no weight m a de- 
mocracy, lu our judgment it is either the elimi- 
nation of the^e provisions or no league at all.
